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AN1-TUAL  REPORT  FOR  1953 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AHD  MEMBERS, 

URBAH  DISTRICT  OF  KECKMOEDWIKE . 

Mr  .Chairman,  Hiss  Xilburn,  and  Gentlemen, 

I bog  to  present  to  you  the  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  tho  year  1953, 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  wore  satisfactory, 
showing  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths,  a birth  rate 
which  was  the  highest  since  the  "peak”  year  of  1947,  and  the  lowest 
number  of  infant  deaths  for  the  past  ten  years.  This  latter  figure 
is  particularly  gratifying  in  view  of  the  steady  fall  in  the 
national  infant  mortality  rate  in  recent  years.  The  causes  of 
death  follows  the  patterns  of  recent  years.  There  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus, 
but  the  figures  are  too  small  to  be  of  value  in  expressing  any 
opinion* 

The  two  infectious  diseases  most  prevalent  during  the 
yean  were  measles  and  dysentery.  Measles  provided  tho  largest 
number  of  cases  since  the  disea.se  became  notifiable  in  1939, 
but  there  wero  no  fatal  cases.  The  number  of  dysentery  canes 
was  much  larger  than  in  previous  years,  and  many  of  the  cases 
were  symptonless  carriers  discovered  in  the  course  of  invest- 
igating other  members  of  the  family.  The  majority  of  the 
cases  occurred  during  the  months  June,  July  and  August, 

The  Maternal  and  Child  Health  services  (controlled 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council)  provided  useful  service 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  number  of 
children  over  one  year  attending  the  Clinic  - largely  through 
the  special  clinic  for  Toddlers*  The  Ante-natal  Clinic  showed 
a further  decline  in  attendances  owing  to  the  increasing 
preference  of  mothers  for  confinement  in  hospital  and  to  tho 
tendancy  for  expectant  mothers  to  attend  their  family  doctor 
for  Ante-natal  care. 

The  number  of  notified  births  occurring  in  institutions 
was  78*2/5  compared  with  68.3%  in  1952* 

There  has  been  a steady  demand  for  vacancies  in  tho 
Day  nursery  throughout  the  yean. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  and  of  hours 
worked  in  the  Domestic  Help  Service  was  entirely  in  non- 
maternity cases  and  the  recruitment  of  Helps  was  more  satis- 
factory than  in  previous  years. 

Increasing  attention  is  being  paid  to  Mental  Health* 

The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  visits  patients  who  have  been 
discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  or  who  have  attended  out-patient 
clinics  and  gives  help  and  advice  regarding  factors  which  have 
contributed  to  their  illness*  Regular  visits  are  also  paid  to 
the  homes  of  Mental  Defectives  and  advice  is  given  on  the 
special  problems  of  these  cae  s • In  all  this  work  close  contact 
is  maintained  with  the  family  doctor  and  the  hospitals. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  are  des- 
cribed in  detail  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Much  time  has  been 
spent  in  rodent  control  operations 5 in  co-operation  with  officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  useful  results 
have  been  obtained.

Thero  is  again  an  improvement  in  the  reports  on 
the  hygienic  standards  of  Ice-Cream,  and  increased  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  inspection  of  food  premises,  a subject  of 
considerable  importance  in  view  of  the  position  of  Heckmondwike 
as  a shopping  and  market  centre  for  neighbouring  areas. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  was  much  below  that 
of  the  previous  year.  Although  there  was  a rise  in  the  number 
of  applications  for  Council  houses , the  analysis  of  the  waiting 
list  shows  that  a third  of  all  applicants  arc  regarded  as  having 
suf f i ci ent  ac c omnod at i on • 

As  in  previous  years  Llr.J. Clark  has  compiled  the 
section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Services  and 
the  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

Mr ,J,K,Garlick,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council 
has  kindly  provided  the  particulars  relating  to  new  houses 
and  sewage,

79  visits  were  paid  to  30  dwellinghouses  in  respect  of  the 
insufficient  supply  of  water  due  to  defective  pipes  or  fittings, 
and,  following  the  service  of  notices,  an  improved  supply  was 
provided  in  21  cases. 

SEWERAGE  and  DRAINAGE . 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council  reports  that 
during  the  yean*  extension  of  existing  sewers  comprise  the 
laying  on  the  dual  system  of  sewers  to  a portion  of  the  Dale 
Lane  Housing  Estate,  and  at  the  Sewage  Works  improvements 
have  been  made  to  the  final-  effluent  lagoons. 

In  connection  with  drainage  defects  and  reconstruction  67 
visits  have  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  testing.

SEVER  INFEST  ATI  ON . 

During  the  year  experimental  treatment  of  the  Council's 
sewers  was  undertaken  in  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  a technical  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
supervising  and  observing  the  treatment.  Direct  poisoning  was 
made  at  three  monthly  intervals  using  10%  zinc  phosphide  in  cocked 
maize.  The  method  has  apparently  reduced  infestation  in  the 
system  as  indicated  by  the  number  of  infested  manholes,  and  is 
being  used  for  a second  year.  If  the  success  of  the  method  is 
established  a material  saving  can  be  made  in  time  and  cost 
involved  in  maintenance  treatments  of  sewers. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

A trained  part-time  rodent  operative  is  engaged  to  carry 
out  treatments. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Fourteen  observations,  each  of  thirty  minutes  duration  were 
made  of  factory  chimneys  in  the  District.  No  excessive  emission 
of  black  smoke  or  nuisance  was  noted. 

Smokeless  fuel  burning  grates  are  installed  in  all  houses 
erected  by  the  Gouncil  but  unfortunately  it  would  appear  that 
smokeless  fuel  is  not  used  in  the  majority  of  ca,ses. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS . 

No  caravan  has  been  stationed  in  the  District  during  the  year.
